Properly Done It Adds Considerably
to the Years' Income.

The average observer s probably
pot aware that there are more ways
of milking than one. Tals remark
is meant to apply to hand milking.
Every dalryman, especlally those
with Inrge herds, knows that the dif-
ference between skilful and unskil-
ful milking ls one that will affect
hls nccount book considerably In a
year's time. An experiment to dem-
onstrate the wvalue of expert an
agalnst nexpert milking was carried
out recently at Ontario Colloge. The
inexperionced millker generally drew
from one to two pounds less at a
day's milking than the carefal oper-
ator, Where a herd of 00 cows Is
milked dally this would mean a dif-
ference of about 60 gallons a day In
the yield,

Some cows are of such a disposl-
tlon that no change of surroundings

or milkers geems to affect them,
Many, on the other hand, are ex-
tremely nervous The temperamaent
of each cow should be studied, In
order to get the best results. Not
so very long ago, a well known
dalryman declared that singing at
milking time was conduclve to a
heavy pall.
